Farmer Williams Kills His 
Children. 


He Had Previously Tried to 
Tae the Life of His 
New Wife. 


After Pattima Three Bullets into a 
Man Whe Sefriended Her and 
Woun@ing the Woman, the 
Madman Shoots Himselt.

KANSAS CITY 610.) June 15.—A 
special to the Times from St. Fran- 
cis, Kan., says that a horrible tragedy 
was enacted about nine miles north- 
east of St. Francis this morning. 
Frank Williams. a farmer, while in a 
fit of jealous rage, attempted to mur- 
der his wife and Miss Alice Smith and 
William Smith He then beat the 
brains out of his two children, a lit- 
tle girl aged 7 years, and a little boy 
aged 9, with a hatchet, after which 
he blew his own brains out with a re- 
volver. 

Williams lost his first wife last Sep- 
tember, and on May 12 he was married 
to Mrs. Anna Kennedy, formerly Miss 
Dixon, who lived near by, and who 
had assisted in his housework for some 
time past. Their married life was very 
unhappy, and, after about four weeks 
of turmoil, the woman left him and 
went to live with a man named A. 
Swanson, a neighbor. During the past 
week Williams went to the house of 
Swanson several times, flourished a re- 
volver and threatened to kill his wife 
and Mrs. Swanson. 

This morning the Swanson family 
and Mrs. Williams started to come to 
St. Francis for the purpose of having 
Williams arrested. While there Will- 
lams appeared on the scene and pro- 
ceeded to settle the differences between 
his wife and himself by drawing a re- 
volver and beginning to fire at every- 
body in ht. William Smith was shot 
through cheek, the bullet knocking 
out two ot his teeth aud t away 

a portion of she 
shot twice fh the back and may die. 
Mise Smith received a bullet 
breast, but fortunately her corset ar- 
rested the bullet and she suffered but a 
slight flesh wound. Mrs. Williams, the 
wife, received a bullet in the mouth, but 
was not seriously wounded. 


completed his work by smashing the 
brains out of his two children with a 
hatchet and shooting himself through 
the head. When the Sheriff arrived 
Williams and the children were dead. 
The Coroner is now holding an inquest.

ECUADOR DEMORALIZED. 


Flores Offers to Resign—Alfaro at 
the Helm, 
Séenclated Prose Servos. 

NEW YORK, June 15.—A special 
from Panama says that suppressed 
newspapers, detailing phases of the 
revolution since its commencement at 
Guayaquil, relate that the police, to 
whom three months’ wages were due, 
marched through the streets in protest 
on June 8, followed by mobs shouting 
“Viva Alfaro!” The government forces 
attacked the police and forced them 
to retreat. at first to the Hippodrome 
and later to the suburbs. The police 
returned on June 4, and a battle eu- 
sued in which twenty men were killed 
and thirty wounded, and the govern- 
ment forces were repulsed. 

Gen. Flores convened an assembly 
of the most prominent citizens and 
offered to resign if they guaranteed his 
property and the life of his family and 
that of his companions-in-arms, be- 
sides his own. The Fifth Regiment 
threw up their arms, abandoned the 
barracks and refused to obey official 
orders. A panic ensued, all of in- 
habitants expecting the most terrible 
results from the inevitable lawless- 
ness. but Gen. Plutario Brown, leader 
of the Patriots, arrived and restored 
order. Military law was enforce. 

Enrique Avonallo was appointed act- 
ing lieutenant of the province cf 
Cvayus; Francisco Mad was ap- 
pointed captain of the port of Gunay- 
aquil. A cable dispatch was seut to 
Gen. Alfaro in Nicaragua to come to 
Guayaquil immediately. Gen. Alfaro 
telegraphed to Gen. Ignacio Robles on 
June 8 from Managua to offer all 
guarantees, and that the titular gov- 
ernment at Quito might ask, in ie 
turn, for submission during ins 
absence. He placed Gen. Robles in 
control of public affairs and announced 
that he would arrive by the steamer 
Pentaur. He proclaimed the pro- 
gramme of the Patriots to be repara- 
tion, not spite nor revenge for past 
grievances and their motto to be 


‘staunch justice and liberty.

Terrible Forest Fires Raging in 
Pennsylvania.

BRADFORD (Pa.) June 15.—A ter-

THE KEELEY CURE. 


A Pittsburgh Doctor Exposes 
Compound’s Ingredients. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

PITTSBURGH, (Pa.,) June 15.—In the 
taking of testimony yesterday to se- 
cure the pardon of Daniel Werling, the 
wife-murderer, on the ground that he 
was insane when he committed the 
crime, from the fact that he had taken 
the Keeley cure, Dr. E. F. Wiles, who 
was for years in charge of the Keeley 
Institute here, for the first time gave 
this much of the formula of the cele- 
brated gold-cure. He said that much 
of the treatment consisted first of an 
internal treatment of simple tonics, of 
which cinchona was the principal in- 
gredient. The second part of the treat- 
ment. consisted of the hyperdermic in- 
jection of what was known as the red 
mixture. This, he said, was composed 
of from eight to ten drops of hyosca- 
mine and a solution of pilocarpine. one 
grain to the drachm, with morphine to 
suit the condition of the patient. 

The doctor said that pilocarpine was 
a strong relaxatant and the other 
drugs eaused a rush of blood that was 
particularly dangerous to men who suf- 
fered from fatty degeneration of the 
heart. He said that he believed Wer- 
ling was insane when he was dis- 
charged from the hospital.

GROVER’S LATEST DIPLOMATIC 
TERPRISE. 


Alfenso’s 
Keep Outside of the Three-mile 
Limit—Stories 
Practised by the Cubans.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—President 
Cleveland is said to be on the point of 
issuing another proclamation regard- 
ing the Cuban revolution. The proc 
lamation of last Wednesday was a vig- 
orous warning against the fitting out 
in the United States of expeditions ip 
aid of the insurrection. The fore 
shadowed proclamation, if it appears, 
may be an ually vigorous warning 
to Spain to stop cruising around our 
shores. 

Spanish warships have been prowk 
ing about our coast for some time. Uu 
doubtedly they were seeking to inter 
cept filibustering expeditions. As long 
as they are kept a marine league from 
shore they have the right to watch as 
long as they please, but when 
come inside the international limit, 
even send armed launches to search 
nooks and crannies for suspicious ves 
sels and parties, it is an affront’ te 
this country.

Eaesarone Wins with Domino Away 
te the Rear.

NEW YORK, June 15.—Retter than 
today’s weather could not have been

Public attention just now is 
wholly concentrated on the approach- 
ing fetes at Kiel, in celebration of the 
opening of the Baltic and North Sea 
Canal. Other questions, even that of 
another Cabinet crisis, which is hover- 
ing in the air, have been relegated 
to the background. | 

On Friday next, June 21, twenty- 
two German warships will be anchored 
in Kiel harbor, having on board 11,- 
000 German sailors, and on the many 
foreign warships which will be there 
at the same time, there will be 16,000 
men in round numbers. 

The United States squardon entered 
the harbor today, and, on passing 
Fredrick Forts, its guns saluted the 
German flag, which was flying from 
the fort. The fort returned the com- 

liment.

Naturally, this Vas caused 
considerable discontent among the 
newspaper fraternity, and all the big 
newspapers have been compelled to 
take other steps to obtain the informa- 
tion which they desire to print in 
their columns. ar

Dr. von 
Boetticher, the special’ Secretary of 
State for the Interior; Baron Marschall 
von Bieberstein, the Imperial Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, and Baron von 
Berlepsch, the Prussian Minister of 
Commerce, to whose opposition ther 
attributed the government's refusal 
to sanction the promotion of the big 
Agrarian schemes. The Conservatives 
also point to the latest delevonpments 
of the China-Japan imbroglio, espe- 
cially in the Chinese loan, as showing 
that Baron von Bieberstein’s foreign 
policy has been & complete flasc. The 
Agrarians are pushing the agitation 
against American cereals, especially 
prepared oatmeal. 

During the past week the Emperor 
has shown truly feverish activity. 
After sleeping on the train that 
brought him from Kiel to Berlin on 
Sunday, he worked several hours early 
Monday morning, and then reviewed 
the horse guards. Every day since he 
has reviewed or drilled troops, gen- 
erally accompanied by the Austrian 
Archduke Francis Salvator, besides 
dispatching an enormous amount of 
state business and ‘attending the army 
races at the Hoppergarten. As a slight 
diversion, His Majesty rescued a man 
from drowning while yachting on the 
Wannsee, a lake near Potsdam,

by his personal order he has pardoned

NEW YORK, June 15.—The case of 
Admiral Meade, which ceased to at- 
tract much attention in naval circles 
here, being generally considered a 
closed incident, has begun to attract 
attention among naval officers abroad. 
In the June issue of the Broad Arrow, 
the naval and military gazette of 
Great Britain, which has just reach 
here, the leading editorial is devot 
to the subject. é 

“The American government has 
shown its good will to England, not 
only by its amicable attitude over the 
Nicaraguan difficulty, but also by its 
suppression of Rear Admiral Meade, in 
command of the American squadron, 
which was present on the Nicaraguan 
coast. Admiral Meade, with au in- 
discretion which is as painful to En- 
glishmen as it is foolish, his 
regret that his government had not al- 
lowed him to act with vigor against 
us. He was anxious to support ‘he 
Nicaraguans in their farcical resist- 
ance to our just demands, and for this 
he has been punished. We cannot but 
deplore the unfriendly attitude which 
certain American naval officers occa- 
sionally assume toward us. 

We have in our mind Admiral Bel- 
knap’s pronouncement that the Japan- 
ese could easily whip the Britishers, 
as the British was quite an efficient 
force. Such talk does an immensity 
of harm when the two branches of our 
race are drawing. closer together. 
Capt.. Mahan and Admiral Erben did 
not think or speak in this way, and 
on this side of the Atlantic there) ts 
nothing but the friendliest interest in 
the new American navy. We do not 


grudge our-cousins their greatness; we 


do not interefere with their foreign 
policy, and we look forward with hope 
to a future possibility of an alliance 
which would be the only really popular 
alliance in England. 

“The Spectator makes a happy sug- 
gestion, which might be acted upon by 
our governmert. The United States 
has shown ‘its friendliness by remov- 
ing Admiral Meade. Let us do an 
equally gracious act by asking that 
she may be reinstated in his command. 
It would certainly promote a kindlier 
feeling toward us among the officera 
of the American navy, and might even 
make Admiral Meade himself think 
that the Britishers are not such ter- 
rible villians after all.”

LONDON, June 15.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Associated Press Copyright, 1895.) 
Strange ds it may seem, in spite of the 
fact that London is more thronged with 
visitors and tourists than for several 
years past, there is a general. complaint 
that the season is not up to the high- 
water mark of former years. It is 
claimed that this is due to a paucity 
of court functions, the frequent absence 
of the various branches of the royal 
family from the capital and last, but 
not least, to the fact that many of the 
great English families are still com- 
pelled to curtail their expenses consid- 
erably in view of losses of various de- 
scriptions, due to the hardness of the 
times, resulting in the contraction of 
rent-rolls and other such inconven- 
lences. As a result of this economical 
spirit prevailing among members of the 
aristocracy, none of the entertainments 
given have approached in lavishness 
those of former days. Naturally this 
state of affairs causes a good deal of 
grumbling among the swell West End 
tradesmen, but they are somewhat 
making up for it by catering to the 
crowds of rich or well-to-do Americans 
who are now here, for a time at least, 
brilliant birds of passage, who spend 
their money royally. 

Then, again; in social circles the old 
complaint is again heard that the 
young men who appear at the ball are 
recruited from the highways and that 
the really smart young men will not 
dance and are daily becoming more dif- 
ficult to please. As proot ot this asser- 
tion, it is stated that for a recent ball 
the Marchioness of Londonderry herself 
sent out invitations to 500 bachelors 
and yet she only secured the attendance 
of 150 of them. 

Another marked feature of the season 
is the declining popularity of Hyde 
Park as an outing ground. This may 
be due largely to the fact that bicycles 
have superseded horses to a great ex- 
tent and it is found to be more divert- 
ing to watch the wheel-riders in Batter- 
se@ Park than to watch the equestrians 
in Rotten Row. Indeed, it is now quite 
the thing to picnic in Battersea Park, 
formerly looked upon as quite a plebian 
resort, and especially to breakfast 
there. 

So far as business is concerned, the 
shopkeepers’ only salvation lies in the 
Americans, who are arrivii«x here in 
larger numbers this season than ever 
before. As a result of this influx of 
transatlantic visitors, the various 
prominent hotels of London during the 
past few days have been doing a 
really phenomenal business. The man- 
agers of four of the largest hotels have 
been interviewed on the subject, and 
they joined in saying that never before 
in early June has there been such a 
rush of ocean travelers to London. 
Hundreds of people have been turned 
away from the big hotels, and among 
them were many of the passengers of 
the new American line steamship St. 
Louis, which fine vessel completed her 
maiden trip across the Atlantic on 
Thursday morning last. Inèidentally 
it may be mentioned that many of the 
passengers of the St. Louis had try- 
ing experiences after arriving in Lon- 
don, with their baggage, large and 
small, piled outside and inside cahs, 
they spent most of Thursday driving 
about the city looking for accommoda- 
tions at the hotels or elsewhere. Nat- 
urally this state of affairs is.causing 
hotel-men of the British capital to 
swell with pride, and they say that 
they are more convinced every year 
that London is taking the place which 
Paris formerly occupied in the hearts 
of -Americans for shopping purposes. 
Be that as it may, there is no doubt 


at all that the American tourists are 


making a longer stay here this year 
than usual. 
So far as fashion is concerned, it is 
noticed that the hats of the ladies are 
becoming more and more startling as 
the season advances... For instance, a 
fashionable West End milliner dis- 
plays the very latest“ in ladies’ head- 
gear..

BANK CLEARINGS. The bank 
Clearances of Los Angeles for the past 
week &motnted to $1,145,003, as com- 
pared with $824,376 for the correspond- 
ing week of last year. Still the steady 
advance continues. 

The clearances of the leading cities 
of the country for the prévious week, 
as printed in The Times yesterday, 
showed an average increase of 21.8 per 
cent. Of all the cities reported there 
were only seven that showed a de- 
crease. Los Angeles came to the front 
in good shape, with an increase of 48.2 
per cent., a total clearance of $1,263,- 
317, which was about $16,000 more than 
the clearances of Portland, Or. The

GENPRAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
THE OIL, BUSINESS. Bhe latest es- 
timate gives the number of oil wells 
being operated in Los Angeles at 400, 
and an increase of about fifteen per 
week. With a slightly larger increase 
from now on until the end of the year— 
and there is every prospect 
be much larger than at present—there 
will be a thousand wells within the city 
by New Year’s. Allowing only ten bar- 
rels to the well and only 75 cents a bar- 
rel for the ofl, this would make an an- 
nual revenue-of nearly $2,750,000, which 
would be almost as much as Southern 
its orange 
crop. The local oil business is undoubt- 
edly the beginning of a much bigger 
thing than many of our own people im- 
agine, and it has undoubtedly come to 
Stay, whether we like it or not. At the 
same time the operations of oil men 
must be properly regulated, so that the 
wells do not inflict any greater sag sot 
than is absolutely necessa What 
is chiefly to be desired is estab- 
lishment of pipe lines that can be used 
as common carriers. The striking of 
oif in uantities outside of the 
city limits, where operations can be 
carried forward on a large and more 


business-like scale, would be a * 


piece of good fortune. 


The Times of this morning contains 
two contributions of immediate interest 
to coal oll owners in Southern Califor- 
nia, and to those who may by finan- 
cially interested in petroleum wells. 
The first of the articles is compiled 
from the advance sheets of a work 
written and copyrightéd by Henry G. 
Hanks, Esq., formerly State Mineralo- 
gist of C ifortiia. He has made a 
study of this question and his comp- 
tent knowledge on subjects kind-cd 
thereto must necessarily make ais say- 
ings of interest to all who are now dea)- 
ing with or interested in the question of 
crude petroleum in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, He tells about the first discov- 
eries—from a working standpoint—in 
the great oil fields of Burope, particu- 
larly those of Russia, but his state- 
ments go to show that the oll fleids 
of those [a are not, as yet, ex- 
plojted to a degree sufficient to make 
them a KX. in the oll commerce of 
the world, as compared with those cf 
the United States. His statements 
should be carefully read, however. 

The second contribution, written by 
an experienced oil operator, is entitled, 
“The Local Oil Field,” and deals spe- 
cifically with the local product. it 
points out that each succeeding duy 
more scientific principles are being ein- 
ployed for the extraction of the cil 
which the earth in this locality con- 
tains, and, it may be added, contains 
in so large a degree. From the day oll 
was first “struck” in Los Angeles, wells 
have gone on multiplying and the yield 
of oll has kept pace with 
sunk. No well sunk has remained idle 
That tells the whole story. 


AN OVERCROWDED FIELD. It is 
the duty of papers published in this 
section to warn Eastern people who are 
thinking of coming to Los Angeles or 
Southern California with the idea of ob- 
taining lucrative positions that salaried 
none are very difficult to obtain here. 

erhaps there is no city in the United 
States which is a less inviting field for 

— store assistants, book-keepers 
and so forth than Los Angeles. This 
is not because business is dull here. 
Quite the contrary is the case. There 
are few cities in the United States in 
which business is more promising. The 
reason for the surplus of 2 in the 
lines referred to is the fame that Los 
Angeles has attained throughout the 
country as a health resort. In cotse- 
quence of this a great many invalids 
come to Los Angeles who are not so 
sick that they are unable to work. 
These people frequently have just 
enough to live in a modest way, and if 
they can get a position that will bring 
them in a little money it is so much 
extra for them. They do not have to 
depend on their income for a living. 
A few days ago a wholesale 1 in 
this city needed a second book-keeper. 
They had been ying the man who 
was with them a month, which is 
little enough for a competent employee 
of that description. In reply to an ad- 
vertisement they had a vast number of 
applicants and employed a thoroughly 
competent man at the rate of $35 a 
month. He was an invalid who had 
come to Los Angeles for his health, and 
was perfectly satisfied to earn the cost 
of his board and lodging. 

Last week, again, a local firm adver- 
tised for several assistants in the shoe 
department. Applicants were requested 
to call before 9 o'clock. One young man 
thought he would be sure to be on time 
and went at 8:20 o’clock. He was, how- 
ever, too late, as there had already 
been over fifty applicants for the posi- 
tion and a stream of them was still 
pouring into the store. Such being the 
case, it is only right that the truth in 
regard to this matter should be dissem- 
inated abroad in order that persons 
may not come to Los Angeles merely to 
be Aisapbointed and go away cursing 
the country. For the man who under- 
stands rural industries and has a little 
money to start with, there is no more 
inviting field than Southern California. 
The man who is able to do something a 
little better than the-average individ- 
ual in his line of business may also 

nerally succeed in catchi on“ if 

can afford to wait a little, but with 
the ordinary run of clerks, bookk keepers, 


store assistants and men of that class, 


Los Angeles is more than fully pro- 
vided. The same remarks apply to 
lawyers, doctors, real estate agents, 
parsons and men who expect to make 
a living without working for it.

Petroleum has long deen known to 
exist in eastern Galicia in sufficient 
quantity to be mentioned as “rich de- 
posits,” but they have not been worked 


to any extent until recently, for want 


of enterprise and capital. As early as

“Mr. Carrigan informs me that th 
‘annual production in Galicia will not 
exceed 100,000 barrels, although certain 
published reports by interested parties 
oe the production at double that quan- 

ty. About two-thirds ‘of the whole is 
produced in West Galicia, or in the im- 
To neighborhood of the locality of 


inferior.to the A grades, not 
only in that they possess a much heav- 
ler specific gravity, but that it is found 
almost impossible to so refine them 
that they would pass such a test as is 
required in England and Germany. In 
fact, he reports that the refined Ga- 
lician oils cannot be considered safe

BITUMEN IN GREAT BRITAIN. 
In the central part of England there 
are at least four counties in which ex- 
tensive beds of coal exist which are 
worked on a vast scale. The coal is 


_-highly bituminous, so much so that a 


variety of bitumen or thick maltha is 
found permeating it in places; these 


counties are Derbyshire, Shropshire, 


Staffordshire and Warwickshire. With 
the town of Stafford for a center, a cir- 
cle with a radius of fifty miles would 
include them all. 

In 1875 a correspondent of an English 
‘newspaper described-a locality near 
.Longton in North Staffordshire, where 
oil was oozing from the ground in many 
‘places, and forming little pools on the 
surface; it looked lke treacle dnd was 
more maltha than petroleum. It was 
collected in tanks, m.which it was 
decanted from the water it contained, 
and barrelled for sale. Five or six tons 
per week were collected in this crude 
manner, It was first found in the coal. 

Bitumen has been found filling cavi- 
tles in shell limestone at Pitchford and 
Madeley and in the coal at Colebrook. 
dale in Shropshire. 

Although so recently published these 

facts are not new. Dr. Erasmus Dar- 
win in his “Botanic Garden,” written in 
1788, refers to this subject at some 
length in an additional note. He says: 

“In 1786 some workmen in driving a 
tunnel in a coal mine near Colebrook- 
dale in Shropshire, at 300 yards from 
the entrance, met with liquid bitumen 
Ne from the ground; this was col- 
lect At first they were able to 

gather daily as much as ten to fift 

‘barrels, each containing thirty-two ga 

lons. This yield diminished gradually 
until it could no longer be mined to ad- 
vantage. Below the coal salt water 
was found.” The same author states 

that at Matlock in Derbyshire, hard bi- 
tumen was found adhering to the spar 
in clefts in the limestone, in the form 
of drops as large as peas. If, as sup- 
posed, this bitumen is derived from the 
coal, there is but little likelihood of ex- 
tensive deposits of petroleum being 
found at this locality. 

Brosely, near Wenlock, is the local- 
ity of the celebrated burning spring,” 
discovered in 1711. There was here at 
one time a miniature solfataric erup- 
tion; the noise produced was so great 
as to arouse people from their sleep 
and the earth trembled. Some one dig- 
ging with a spade with a view to as- 
certain, if possible, the cause of the 

disturbance, “the water flew up to a 
great height; a lighted candle set es- 
caping gas on flre, which burned like

EXTINCT VOLCANOES IN FRANCE. 
There is an extensive region in 
Brance which has been a bone of con- 
tention to geologists for many years. 
It is called the volcanic district, or the 
district of the extinct volcanoes, but as 
I understand it most of the phenomena 
exhibited there are those called solfa- 
taric by some geologists, and igneous 
plutonic by others. There is but little 
true ignovomous lava, but the whole 
country seems to have been visited by 
a series of dry explgsive or massive 
eruptions, producihg basalts, traps 
and table mountains like those of Cali- 
fornia, and like the mesas' of Mexico. 
The volcanic region of central France 
covers an area of 14,850 square miles as 
shown on the map published in the 
beautiful work zt G. Poulett Serope 
(“Geology and BExtinct Volcanoes 
Central France,“ ndon, 1858.) and it 
includes parts of the departments of 
Rhone, Lotre, Puy de Dome, Haute 
Loire, Cantal, Ardeche and Lozere. 
There is no part of Europe more re- 
plete with interest to the geologist than 
this. It has been the theater of many 
hard fought battles between the Plu- 
tonists and Neptunists. Faujas de 
St. Fond believed that these deposi 
were formed at the bottom of a gran 
marine abyss,” but with all the study 
and with all the grand works which 
have been published on the. subject, 
the true geology is not very well un- 
derstood, and it is my opinion that the 
so-called extinct volcanoes of central 
France will excite more attention in 
the future than they have in the past. 
It has been shown that petroleum is 
almost universally present in this 
class of rocks; and this is no exception, 
for there are more than traces over 
the entire area, and while no impor- 
tant developments have as yet been 
made, there is reason to blieve that 
there will be in the future. 
GERMAN PETROLEUM FIELDS. 
There are several known localities 
of petroleum, or maltha, in Germany,

In Alsace it occurs in a 
stratum of sand lying between two 
beds of schists. Breislak 
has produced a small quantity annu- 
ally for many years. The total product 
of asphaltum for eleven years, from 
1881 to 1891, inclusive, was 471,632 metric 


tons. 

Glauber, in his Spagyrical Dispensa- 
tory” (1656,) describes a fountain of oil 
near Baccharach that “boils up in the 
middle of the Rhine for three miles 
space and a half, with its fatness.” It 
is fragrant, and of a dusky color. The 
whole river was covered with it, as 
far as could be seen, and scarce one 
man in a thousand noticed it as they 
Glauber thought it was 
mineral oil, and that this oil added to 
the quality of the wine grown at the lo- 
callty because that a mineral oil lies 
hid in the earth in abundance, the 
which being incorporated in plants, in 
vines especially, produced excellent 
fruits, whereof but few men have 
knowl ‘ 

A third locality is near Tegernsee, in 
Bavaria, thirty-one miles south of Mu- 
nich. It has been known since 1430. 
Baden, near Carisruhe, on the lower 
Rhine, is another not very important

PETROLEUM 

A report from the United States Con- 
sul-General to Turkey, dated November 
16, 1880, published in United States Con- 
sular Reports No. 4, states: 

In the districts of Dimbovista, Pra- 
hova, Burzen, Romnik-Sarat and Ba- 
can, in Roumania, there are wells of 
petroleum which are still worked in a 
primitive manner, A well is dug from 
200 to 400 feet deep.at a cost of $600 to 
$1800. A well is considered very good 
if it gives 120 gallons a day for the 
first year, and only a moderate one 
-when it furnishes eighty gallons. As 
there are no great reservoirs of petro- 
leum, there are no flowing wells. The 
petroleum slowly filters through the 
sides of the well and at the end of a 
year usually ceases to flow. At Ploi- 
esti, Galatz,, Braila, and SBucarest 
there are petroleum refineries. In 1863 
the product of raw petroleum was 993,- 
000 gallons, in 1869 2,389,000 gallons, and 
in 1873 3,837,000 gallons. The exporta- 
tion of petroleum from Roumania took 
great proportions from 1865 to 1867, but 
the price of American petroleum is 
now so reduced that the exportation 
ot the Roumanian artiele has fallen off, 
and in 1879 amounted to only $367,000.” 

OIL SPRINGS OF GREECE. 
Zante is a small sedimentary island, 
a member of the Ionian group; it is only 
twelve miles wide by twenty-five long. 

The ancient name .was Zacynthus. It 
has oil of maltha springs known from 
the oldest history, and petroleum floats 
on the surface of the sea near the 


coast. | 
This small island seems to be an 
earthquake center, for history shows 
that these convulsions have been both 
frequent and violent. The most nota- 
ble modern ones occurred in 1811, 1820 
and 1840. As far as I can learn there 
has been no modern working of the oil 
deposits on any considerable scale. 
Herodotus, who lived in the fifth cen- 
tury B. C., thus refers to the’ bitumen 
lakes of this land. . . I have, myself, 
geen. pitch drawn up out of a lake and 
from water in Zacynthus; and there are 
several lakes there, the largest is sev- 
enty feet each way and two o ae in 
depth. Into this they let down a pole 
with a myrtle branch fastened to the 
end, and then draw up pitch adhering 
to the myrtle. It has the smell of pitch, 
but is in other respects better than the 
pitch of Pieria. They pour it into a 
cistern dug near the lake and when 
they have collected a sufficient quan- 
tity, they pour it off from the cistern 
into jars. All that falls into the lake 
passes under ground and appears again 
upoh the surface of the sea, which is 
about four stades from the lake 
SMALL DEPOSITS IN ITALY. 
Petroleum is known to exist superfi- 
cially in Italy in numerous places, but 
as yet no very productive fields have 
been developed. Amiano,- thirty-six 
miles from Parma; Mt. Zibello, near 
Modena; Monte Criari, near Piacenza, 
and Monte Feshno, in the. Duchy of 
Modena, thirty-six miles W.N.W from 
arma are credited with indications of 
petroleum. 
Ancient authors noticed and have re- 
corded localities of petroleum and as- 
phalt in Sicily; Herodotus, Strabo, Dio- 
dorus, Siculus and Aristotle among the 
number. Brieslak informs us that “pe- 
troleum and naphtha are abundant in 
the Valley of Noto in Sicily, a valley 
entirely disturbed by ancient volca- 


RUSSIAN OIL REGIONS. 

In his reports to the United States 
government, Leander E. Dyer, Consul, 
says (writing in 1880) that on the east- 
ern shores of the Caspian Sea there are 
indications of petroleum, leading to the 
opinion that extensive oil regions ex- 
ist there. 

Another Russian petroleum district 
has been developed since the Crimean 
war. In 1879 attention was called to 
the importance of the supposed vast 
petroleum regions. The province of 
Kuban, with an area variously esti- 
mated at from 27,728 to 55,710 square 
miles, lies at the northwest extremity 

Caucasus. It occuples the en- 
watershed of the Kuban River, ex- 


tending to the Caspian and Azoff seas. 
| The petroleum retzion extends from 
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Khada to Taman. Pallas visited it in 
1794. 4 his great work “Travels 
Through the Southern Provinces of the 
Russian Empire in the Years 1793 and 
1794", may be found the following ref- 
erence to the locality. A beautiful de- 
tailed map of the island of Taman also 
appears: 

“During our passage over the Bos- 
phorus to Taman, we distinctly per- 
ceived the volume of vapor which was 
hanging over the island in calm 
weather. These vapors, which resem- 
ble a thick mist, together with the 
many deep sources of mud and rock oil, 
are indubitable proofs that there is 
burning at a considerable depth under 
the island a quantity of inflammable 
matter, which is the cause of this phe- 
nomenon, as well as the extreme heat 
and humidity of the soil. A similar ex- 
halation is more or less perceptible 
upon the coast of Yenikale, where the 
same cause evidently prevails,” 

On the island of Taman he found and 
described the numerous solfataras and 
mud volcanoes. He describes, also, a 
remarkable eruption which occurred In 
1794, to which the reader who desires 
> 1 this subject further is re- 
e 


Petroleum oozes from the rocks and 
all stagnant waters become iridescent 
with oily films. Gas emanations are 
likewise common, and extensive beds of 
ozocerite are mined and the mineral 
largely produced. Pallas describes a 
locality on the banks of the Kuban 
as follows: Fragments of selenite of 
different sizes are mixed with the clay 
of these hills, and there are likewise 
bituminous springs, from which a re- 


‘markably pure fluid petroleum is ob- 


tained... The Kozaks usually immerse 
barrels, with perforated bottoms, for 
the purpose of collecting such oll in a 
purer state.“ 

In 1866 a flowing well was opened at 
Kondako near an extinct mud volcano. 
In 1873, 1874 and 5 nine wells were 
sunk in the valley of Il, the deepest 
was 527 feet, and one well flowed for a 
short time. The well at Kandako at 
40 feet yielded 10 to 12 barrels dally. 
At 124 feet oil flowed at the rate of 
125 barrels; at 182 feet the flow equalled 
240 barrels, and at 242 feet it is credited 
with a flow of several thousand barrels 
daily, and it continued spouting for 
several months. 

From 1876 to 1880 the oil yield of this 
district was 1,000,000 barrels, the total 
number of wells in 1880 was 33, the aver- 
age depth of which was 332 feet. The 
density of the oil was from 21 to 46 deg. 
Beaume. For further details the reader 
is referred to United States Consular 
reports on petroleum and kerosene oils 
in foreign countries. 

On the peninsula of Kertsh and on 
the island of Taman, both in the 
Crimea, Pallas writes: There are 
numerous holes or shallow pits that 
contain a brackish water whence a 
8 petroleum not unlike tar is col- 
ected.”’ 


In European Russia maltha (mineral 


tar) mixed with sand is found, similar 
if not identical with the bituminous 
rock of California. The formation pre- 
sents a bed of sand containing 20 per 
cent. of bitumen. The deposit covers 
an area of 1200 by 300 feet and is 30 
feet deep in the ce : it is covered by 
a thin layer of vegetable soil. The 
walls also of the deposit are sand. 

Russian geologists give fourteen dif- 
ferent localities of bitumen on the 

ninsula of Tamar and ten on the 

anks of the Kuban, 

In conclusjpn it can be said that, with 
the exception of the Val de Travers 
which supplies a of the 
world with asphaltum, the bitumen de- 
posits of Spain, Sweden and Switzer- 
land are of but little importance. 


THE LOCAL OIL FIELD. 


PRODUCTION OF PETROLEUM HAS 
COME TO STAY. | 


Old, Crude and Inadequate Methods 
Giving Way to Modern Systems 
of Operation—A Brilliant Outlook 
for the Business. 


— 


From a Special Correspondent of The Times. 


The petroleum oil development cf Cal- 
ifornia has passed through its primitive 
stages. The spring poles, rickety rigs 
and shallow wells are things of the 
past. Mechanical outfits of the latest 
improvement and best construction are 
now being applied to the art of drilling 
large, deep holes in the earth. Crooked 
holes, caves and lost tools and casing 
are rarely ever heard of now, and are 
no longer menaces to operators. It has 
ceased to be a hazardous business. It 
is a fixture among us and will grow. 
When pipe lines are laid and storage 
tanks are constructed to facilitate the 
handling: of petroleum, the business 
needs no apologists. Its success is as- 
sured. With increase of production its 
uses will multiply. This has been its 
history since Col. Drake first “struck 
oil” in Pennsylvania. A catalogue of 
qualities in petroleum and a detailed 
list of its commerce would at least 
tire, if not astonish, the reader. 
Light, lubrication and fuel do not con- 
sume the whole of its output. The 
priest at the altar burns paraffine 
candles, the press throughout the 
world uses ink largely made of petro- 
leum products, and sailors pour oil in 
the face of the hurricane to smooth the 


rough waves of the ocean. Vaseline is 


a good second to quinine in smoothing 
the pains and ills of humanity. It is 
as useful and common as soap in do- 
mestic economy. 
The croakers who say that there is 
no market for the present production 
are only croakers. They are always 
with us. They were thick as black- 
berries in Pennsylvania when oil 
“struck bottom” at 50 cents à barrel, 
and there were more of them when 
Ohio petroleum sold still lower; but 
where are they now, with oll at $1.75 
a barrel? Oil never was in such de- 
mand, nor was the drill ever so ac- 
tive, as now, “back east.“ What we 
want here is. a larger production. 
It is not improbable that our fuel, 
both for domestic and steam-making, 
purposes, will be petroleum. As a fuel 
oil it is unexcelled by any petroleum 
yet discovereg. A e percentage 
of it is lubricating oil of sueprior qual- 
Its specific gravity is the great- 
est of any petroleum produced any- 
where, and yet there are some wells 
in this State that produce oil of lighter 
quality than the best natural oil of 
Pennsylvania. It is strongly suspected 
by experienced oil men and geologists 
that there is somewhere in our State 
hidden in sand rock or shale vast 
quantities of petroleum of light grav- 
ity, and that the present production in 
Southern California is seepage oil, 
driven to the surface by the pressure 
of gas and the flow of water. This 
problem now is in a fair way of solu- 
tion, since science, experienee and cap- 
ital are being brought to bear upon it. 
We stand fourth among the States 
that produce petroleum, but in the 
length of the line of development and in 
the extent of surface showing, we are 
first. Our possibilities are immense. 
The business should be encouraged. 
Legislators and councilmen should be 
liberal in their permits and charters 
to the operators and refiners, and to 
the promoters of pipe lines. Refiners 
will follow pipe lines. Pipe lines to the 
wells within the city limits of Los An- 
geles should, by all means, be common 
carriers. It is earnestly hoped that the 
city fathers did not overlook this im- 
portant item in all the franchises that 
they have given. If they are not com- 
mon carriers, they are not for the com- 
mon good of the oll production of thie 
city. Tank wagons will still continue 
to haul crude oil through the streets 
of the city, and wooden tanks, inade- 
uate to the production, will still be 
filled and leaking

“shut down” for lack of storage capac- | 
ity. Hence the necessity for common- 
carrier pipe lines and large iron stor- 
age tanks on the borders of the Los 
les River. 
hen all this is done, we can then 
tell what the production is from the 
daily “runs” of the pipe lines, and pro- 
ducers will sell to consumers and deal- 
ers their certificates, and the business 
of troleum — 
be upon a firm and lasting basis.

THE SOCIAL PLAGUE. 


Some of the Experiences of St. Louis 
in Dealing With Them. 

Fred G..Henesey, writing from the 
Santa Monica branch of the Soldiers’ 
Home, addresses a letter to The Times 
on the social evil question, which, for 
so | a time has been occupying the 
atte of the authorities and others“ 
in this city. The statements he makes 
are worthy of serious consideration, 
He says: 

“While there 


appears to be such a 


general interest among the good peo- 


ple of Los Angeles for some efficient 
means to equitably solve the so-called 
social evil question. I will state what 
must be known to any old citizen of St. 
Louis, where I resided for some forty 
years, and know of my own knowl- 
edge. 

“The great and burning question in 
that city some thirty y ago was 
the very one now distracting your city 
solons and the public at large, and it 
was completely and perfectly solved 
by the Hon. Joe Brown, when he was 
elected Mayor of St. Louis. In those 
days St. Louis was a great steamboat 
center. The railroad era had not vet 
arrived, the only. road being the 
Missouri Pacific. from St. Louis to Jef- 
ferson City. The saloons, gambling- 
houses and houses of ill-fame practi- 
cally dominated the city, until, at last, 
the robberies, murders and death-deal- 
ing-diseases of the latter became in- 
tolerable. Joe Brown took hold of the 
social evil, and with the help of the 
City Council, passed a set of laws, 
known as Joe Brown's code. 

“First—He licensed all known houses 
of prostitution. 

“Second—He placed them under eom- 
plete and strict police supervision day 
and night. 

Third He made the proprietresses 
personally and pecuniarily responsible 
for all theft and any diseases con- 
tracted in their houses. 

“Fourth—He compelled every in- 
mate to be under medical supervision 
weekly. : 

“Fifth—He had an accurate census 
of all houses, inmates and localities 
taken. 

„Sixth From the licenses paid to the 
city he had built a magnificent female 
hospital for fallen women, costing over 
$100,000, and furnished complete with 
a full medical staff, for their sole nee, 
and to which, when diseased, they 
were forcibly removed and treated ‘ill 
cured.” 

The writer then goes on to state the 
good consequences which resulted 
therefrom. St. Louis became, by com- 
parison, a model city; robberies. mur- 
ders and brawls diminished, disease 
was not disseminated, there was no 
street-walking or soliciting, Never, he 
says, in the history of St. Louis was 
such a change effected for good. not 
only for the rising generation and the 
unfortunate women, but also in the 
marked diminution in crime. The 
writer then further adds: 

“But this elysium was short lived. 
The Rev. Dr. Eliot headed a religious 
crusade against these humane and 
practically philanthropic laws, and, 
getting all the churches combined, 
overthrew them.” 

The writer adds that the good that 
might have been accomplished through 
Mayor Brown's measures avas nega- 
tived. and concludes his letter: These 
spasmodic twitches of the super- 
sensitive virtuous classes may fool the 
‘very elect,’ but men of practical vir- 
tue, who earnestly desire the better- 
ment of humanity—both men and 
women—know that the plan of honest 
Joe Brown is the only true solution of 
the social evil, churches, classes and 
creeds to the contrary natwithstand- 
ing.” —

THE ITALIAN FEUD. 
It Crops Out in Court in a Peculiar 
Manner. 


The feud that has existed in the local 
Itallan colony for some time past 
cropped ot in Justice Owens's court 
yesterday afternoon in a peculiar man- 
ner.

THE COURTS. 


Preliminary Examination of Ken- 
nett Developed Nothing New. 


The Justice Court was crowded with 
eager spectators yesterday, during the 
preliminary examination of F. B. Kon- 
nett, the slayer of A. B. Lawson. 

At precisely 2 p.m. the court was 
opened, and Kennett, surrounded by 
his attorneys, took his seat at the ta- 
ble, facing the justice, 

Kennett’s demeanor was perfectly 
impassive. He was pale and quict, but 
showed no sign of nervousness, and., 
to all appearances, took only that in- 
terest in the scene about to be cnacted 
that any spectator might. 

Al Lawson, the son of the murdcred 
man, was seated near Kennett, but 
avoided looking in his direction. Young 
Lawson was pale and haggard, and 
betrayed a good deal of suppressed 
excitement when Kennett was brought 
in, and at points in the testimony 
which brought the terrible scene of his 
death most vividly before 

m. 
B. Goodrich, Esq., W. A. Harris, 
Esq., W. H. Shinn, Esq., T. E. Gib- 
bon, Esq., and J. F. Conroy, Esq., all 


appeared as attorneys for the defense. 


Deputy District Attorney Willis con- 
ducted the prosecution. 

The first witness to be called was 
Dennis Kearney, the brother-in-law of 
the deceased. Mr. Kearney’s testimuny 
was prattically the same as that given 
at the inquest,.as was also that of Al 
Lawson, who next took the stand. 

The courtroom was hushed. as the 
low voice of Mr. Willis was heard, 
asking the grief-stricken young man 
to describe again the details of his 
father’s dreadful death. Mr. Lawson 
struggled to keep his voice steady, and 
told his story quietly, vividly dJescrib- 
ing every detail. The cross-examina- 
tion was very slight, and failed to 
shake the testimony in even the small- 
est detail. 

Dr. Wernigk and E. J. Kennedy werc 
examined, but their testimony was in 
no way different from that given by 
them at the inquest. 

The attorneys for the defense en 
asked for a few moments for cunsuita- 


tion, and, upon their return, requested 


that the examination be continued un- 
til Tuesday, at 9 a.m., as they wished 
to introduce the testimony of J. W. 
Kemp, Mr. Lawson’s attorney, who is 
at present out of town. The request’ 
was granted and the court adjourned. 

The defense will attempt to prove by 


Mr. Kemp that Kennett went into Law- 


son’s office in consequence tf an ap- 
pointment. made by Lawson, and the 
line of defense will probably be justi- 
fiable homicide, 

HAS NO USE FOR LAWSON. 

A point which will make an impor- 
tant feature in the prosecution was 
brought up inthe District Attorney's 
office after the examination of Kennett. 

The court record ‘shows that Ken- 
nett, when a witness upon the stand in 
the case of Kid Thompson, declared 
personal dislike and enmity to Law- 
son, thereby proving the ill-feeling to be 
of.long standing, and giving strong pre- 
sumptive evidence that the attack was 
premeditated. 

Kennett then stated in the witness- 
box that he had “discharged himself’ 
from Lawson's employment. without 
assistance from Lawson, and further- 
more, that he personally disliked Taw- 
son, and, to use his own words, “had no 
use for him.” 


AGOUIRE SURRENDERED. 


To Save Trouble Some Real Estate 
3 Changed Hands. 


The suit brought by Jeanne L. Jeautil 
against Jean Pierre Agouire, to quiet 
title to real property lying at the corner 
of Ord and Castelar streets, was 


brought up yesterday in Department 
Six. 


The defendant made no contest of the 
case, but deeded the property over to 
the — before the matter came to 
trial. 

The case brings up the story of a 
tempting lump of gold coin that mys- 
teriously disappeared last Novemiber, at 
the death of the owner. 

Mrs. Begon, an old woman, eccentric 
to the verge of insanity, died in the 
adobe house on Castelar street, where 
she had always lived. She had not 
been on good terms with her husband, 
and, after his death, lived a miserly 
life, and was openly known as being 
not quite in her right mind. At her 
death, she left a will bequeathing all 
her personal property, whiéh amounted 
to some $15,000 in gold coin, to be di- 
vided among her son, daughter and 
grand-daughter, the latter, Mlle. Jeau- 
til, being appointed administratrix of 
the estate. The real property Mrs. Begon 
bequeathed to Jean Pierre Agouire and 
his wife, people who were merely neigh- 
bors of Mrs. Begon, and had no possible 
claim upon her. 9 

The Agouires were with the old 
woman when she died, being the only 
people in the house at the time. After 
her death, all her personal property 
was found to be missing. The $15,000 
in gold coin which was known to be in 
her possession, had disappeared, and 
also all her papers, among which were 
several promissory notes. 

After a time, most of the papers were 
found, but a promissory note which 
had been given by Agouire to Mrs. Be- 
gon for a loan of $500 never turned up. 

When the present suit was brought 
by Mlle. Jeautil to recover the real 
property, the defendants evidently de- 
cided that discretion was the better 
part of valor, and so surrendered at 
once.

FEDERAL OURTS. 
Electric Companies are at War Over 
the Poles. 


A complaint was filed yesterday with 
the clerk of the District Court by the 
Western Union Telegraph Company vs. 
the Los Angeles Electric Lighting Com- 
pany, for an injunction to restrain the 
defendant from putting up a line of 
poles in direct line with those of the 
plaintiff, on Second and Alameda 
streets. The ground of the suit for in- 
junction lies in the interference with 
the business of the telegraph company, 
caused by the presence of a stronger 
current of electricity near their wires. 


the wires of the Electric Lighting Com- 


pany not well insulated in places, the 
danger of telegraphic messages being 
distorted by the presence of a foreign 
current of electricity is great. 

The delicate construction of the du- 
plex and quadruplex instruments now 
in use in the telegraphic service, acting 
as they do, by reversals of polarity, 
and increase and dec of currents, 
renders them Hable to interfered 
with by the process of induction, in the 
case of a strong current, not under the 
control of the operator, passing near 
the wires. A foreign current, by ap- 
proaching too closely, would make it 
necessary constantly to change and re- 
adjust the telegraphic instruments, 
thus defeating the entire object of the 
improved system of telegraphy. 

It is claimed that the tremendous cur- 
rent of electricity used in connection 
with the electric lights would not only 
cause great inconvenience by distorting 
the messages that pass over the tele- 
graphic wire, but also seriously endan- 
ger the lives of the men employed to 
keep the telegraph wires in order.’ The 
lighting wires would pass directly be- 
neath the others, and thus render it 
impossible to reach the upper wires 
for the purpose of repairing them, or 
to string new wires in case of need. 
Hence the suit for an injunction to 
keep the wires for lighting purposes 
off the premises occupied by the tele- 
graphic system.

A ROOM FULL OF SNAKES. 


A WELL-KNOWN COLLECTOR 


OF SERPENTS TELLS HOW HE 


CAPTURES AND KEEPS THEM. 


Snakes Apt to Thrive in Captivity—They are Easy to Handle and Pleasant 
to Live With—A Man Who is Never Without Snakes— 
How to Catch and Cage the Most 
Venomous Snakes. 


(From a Special Correspondent of The Times.) 


In the very center of busy New 
York, in a large office-building, look- 
ing out over Union Square. I hove a 
living collection of the snakes of 
North America, which, if it is not now, 
will soon be the largest and most 
representative existing. It contains. 
the results, carefully assorted, of 
three years’ personal hunting. Some 
of my fellow-tenants—artists, archi- 
tects and others—know of its exist- 
ence, but are under strict promise to 
preserve my secret; for, if it once got 


drop them at once into the bag; which 
my companion helps me to hold open 
to recpive them. In case they should 
glide swiftly away, as is the habit 
with the lively black racer and others, 
an exciting chase often ensues, taking 
me, sometimes, up to and over the 
waist in water, and sometimes up in 


fleeing snake, I snatch him. up in my 
hands by whatever part I chance to 
lay hold of, and thus often get bitten. 
These bites, however, are nothing to 
be afraid of. I receive one or. two 
‘on almost every successful hunt, but

A MAN WHO IS NEVER WITHOUT

Since 1875 I have constantly kept 
with me, wherever I have been, a col- 
lection of living snakes; not for profit, 


but for pleasure and knowledge. 
Their wars and habits—in fact, the 
whole life—bistory of; the various 
epecies of the serpent World are to me

the subject of earnest scientific study 
and investigation, not in the house 
alone, but in the woods as well, for 
t is only thus that accurate and trust- 

y knowledge can be attained. 
In furtherance of my inguiries into 
Serpent life I have visited many coun- 
tries, and have everywhere found the 
public much interested in such an un- 
usual line of research. Nor are the 
Americans behind other nations in this 
respect. All that I have to tell is 
heard or read with avidity; and in- 
stead of becoming less, the popular 
curiosity about the strange ways cf 
animals, and epecially of serpents, is 
hecoming yearly keener. Daily I am 
besieged by visitors to see my collec- 
tion, and have, on each occasion, to 
withstand a bombardment of ques- 
tions. which, most singularly, coincide 
in neatly every particular, no matter 
from what part of the globe the ques- 
tioner may hail. Do they know we? 
Are their fangs and poison removed? 
What do they eat? How often do they 
eat? How often do they drink? Are 


shed their skins? Do they breed in 
captivity? A they born alive or 
from eggs? How long do they live’ 
How do I catch them, or do I buy 
them? How do I make money out of 
them? These are some of the ques- 
tions I have to answer. 

I seldom buy and never sell my 
enakes. Nearly all of them I catch 
myself in their own peculiar habitats. 
Others I receive from friends or visi- 
tors, or from persons at a distance who 
know me through what I have writ- 
ten—and for all such I am most truly 
thankful. My superfluous spec imens 
are for exchange or for presentation 
to various zoological collections. 

The reason I object to buying snakes 
is this: That they frequently die soon 
after I get them. This arises from 


no evil consequences ever supervene; 
for the bite of even'a very large black 
snake is only like the bite of a fish, 
and not half so bad as that of a mouse; 
and nothing like so painful or deep as 
the scratches the hunter so often re- 
ceives from the spine-covered twigs of 
d rose or blackberry bushes. 


HOW TO CATCH VENOMOUS 
SNAKES. 

If, however, I come across a enake 
which I surely know to be venomous, 
or of which lam doubtful, my method is 
very different. indeed. in this case 
I take care, before touching bim with 
my hand, to gently, but firmly press 
down his neck with the stick. Then I 
stoop, keeping it in position with my 
knee and right hand, while with the | 
left I take him by the neck so close 
to the head that it is absolutely im- 
possible for him to bite me. Then, 
with the assistance of my companion, 
I keep the mouth of the bag open, and 
lower him in, tail first, taking care 
not to let go till his tail touches the 
bottom, and the hand holding his head 
is on a level with or below the cnen- 
ing. We hold the bag well up from 
the ground, so that he may not te 
able to shoot out again before we close. 
and tie it up. 

It is very difficult to kill a snake 
all at once; but it is exceedingly easy 
to injure one so that it will die within 
a few days. Consequently care must 
be taken not to press heavily with the 
stick. A very light pressure is 
enough to keep him down. He must 
be firmly but lightly held down, so as 
not to break the skin or the slender 
bones of the neck. The object is to 
Keep him from biting, not to squash 
him. Some of the largest and most 
dangerous, venomous snakes that 
exist I have taken thus, including the 
puff adder and cobra of Africa, the rat- 
tlesnake and giant bush-master of 
South America, and the much dreadcd 
fer-de-lance of the West Indies. 


TRANSFERRING THE SNAKES TO 
CAGES. 

Easter Sunday I caught, at Green- 
ville, an hour's walk south of Jersey 
City, sixty-nine snakes. I brought 
the bagful home fh the trollex-car. 
My boots and clothes were muddy 
from the swamp—tny whole appear- 
ance unkempt. The ladies in the car 
clearly wondered what I'd been up to. 
Little did they think what I had in 
the bag. Any one could see it held 
live things, for they busily poked it 
with their noses, trying to get out. 
Some thought it contained crabs; some, 
eels; others, frogs. Most people eyed 
me askance. I surely was tired and 
wust have looked cross, for itching 
curiosity never onee dared to address 
we, Which at such times most people 
d % if I smile, even if ever so faintly. 

When I got home the question arose 
how to transfer the sixty-nine snakes 
to a cage without allowing some, at 
least, to get loose through the house. 
First of all, I locked the door of my 
room to prevent interruption, and 
keep them from getting outside should 
any escape into the room. Then I 
took an empty syake-cage—a wooden 
box, eighteen inches square, with a 
piece of stout glass for a front, which 
Slides back an forward in grooves. 
This I placed, glass upward, in the 
very middle of the floor, and drew the 
slide open a little, with the opening 
away“ from the light. Placing my 
two fellow-hunters on opposite sides, 
to tell me if any got out, I then untied

Willing to help a man who was seeking 
information.

on Gresham, and after the ttle of 
Manta he saw that the rank Of major- 
1 which he coveted, was con- 
on him before he was mustered 
mut of the army. Then when the war 
mas over, and Grant had been made 
President of the United States, he ap- 
ted Gen. Gresham to a judgeship, 
ien gave him a prominence which 
he might not have gained.

Mr. New and Mr. Gresham came to a 
disagreement very quickly and when 
their friend returned he found them 
at opposite ends of the room looking in 
opposite directions. As soon as their 
friend joined them, Gen. New termi- 
nated the interview without a word 
and walked out of the room. Gresham 
turned to the other man and said some- 
thing about New which included a pret- 
ty hard epithet. The subject was not 
discussed further. But the Journal came 
out for Harrison and stuck by him 
till he was elected President. It was 
not that New loved Harrison more but 
Gresham less. Gen. New was never 
personally fond of Harirson if hie 
friends know his mind. He regarded 
Harison simply as a political quantity. 
He always thought himself in a large 
measure responsible for Harrison's 
elation; and when his own work in 
the’ campaign was not recognized as 
soon as he thought it should be, he 
went to the White House and read the 
riot act to the President. And Mr. 
New’s language is severe when he has 
anything very serious to say. 

r. New's description of Harrison 
as a good fellow” is something unique. 
An Indianian repeated it to me in a 
conversation about Harrison some time 
ago. This Indianian was invited by 
Gen. New to go on a fishing trip. 

“George Williams and Ben Harrison 
and George Steele,“ said Gen. New. 

“Isn't that a queer combination?” 
asked the Indianian. “I don't see how 
you jolly people mix with Ben Harri- 
son 


“You don't know him,” said Gen. 
New. “Why, when he gets out in camp 
with us, he takes his drink of whisky 
in the morning, chews tobacco out of 
his hip pocket, and spits on his worm 
and cusses just like the rest of us.“ 

Anyone who knows ex-President Har- 
rison can imagine him doing these 
things. 

What Gen. New was inclined to re- 
sent in Harrison was his determination 
to have his own way so entirely. A 
great many people recognized this 
disposition in Mr. Harrison as they 
had known it in Cleveland before, and 
they regretted it a little. One old gen- 
tleman who has known Harrison all of 
his life called on him just after his 
election and came away shaking his 
head. “When I looked in his eye,” he 
said, “I saw something there that said, 
“there ain't going to be anybody in it 
but me.” The old gentleman’s homely 
phrase described the future most ad- 
mirably. There certainly was no one 
“ig it’ except Mr. Harrison during the 

administration. 

One of the ,old correspondents at 
Washington recalls an interesting in- 
terview which he heard between Mr. 
Gresham, then Postmaster-General, and 
Judge Thompson, his assistant. A 
postal clerk had been arrested in a 
Western State, and after preliminary 
examination had been held for trial. 
Judge Gresham came into his assist- 
ant's office and ordered the case against 
this clerk dismissed. Thompson pro- 
tested. Finally Mr. Gresham said that 
he might send a message saying that 
the Postmaster-General ordered the 
case dismissed. This was done, and 
the responsibility for the act was left 
with Mr. Gresham. Leaving the Post- 
office Department, the correspondent 
met a man whose name was the same 
as that of the postal clerk. He was a 
reporter on a local paper. The corre- 
spondent repeated the conversation he 
had just overheard. “That was my 
brother,” said the other man. “I saw 
Mr. Gresham about him yesterday, and 
he said that he would have the case 
dismissed.” 

There is naturally a good deal of cu- 
riosity about the successor to the dead 
premier. The Secretary of State is 
next in order of succession to the Vice- 
president, and may some day be Presi- 
dent of the United States. Mr. Cleve- 
land is not likely to select Mr. Gres- 
ham’s successor as he made some of 
his selections for his first Cabinet. He 
did not know men then as well as he 
knows them now, though he had the 
idea then as now that his judgment of 
men was infallible. The appointment 
of L. Q. C. Lamar to be Secretary of 
the Interior was one of the most unique 
appointments ever made. Mr. Lamar 
went with a delegation of Mississippi 
people to Albany to recommend the ap- 
pointment of H. P: Money of that State 
to be Postmaster-General. He so cap- 
tivated Cleveland with his conversa- 
tion that the President-elect swore 
that Mississippi could have only one 
possible chance.

PASADRNA. 


A WIFE-BEATER WAS RELEASED 
ON CONDITIONS. 


Brought from the Mountain. 


PASADENA, June 15.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) The case of Corson, the 
wife-beater who has been confined in 
the County Jail on thd complaint of his 


wife, was brought, before Recorder Ros- 


siter this morning. The man has 
brutaljy abused his wife for some time, 
and it was thought that she would 
persevere in the prosecution, but she 
did not, withdrawing her complaint 
upon the written promise of her hus- 
band to leave town, sign over his prop- 
erty to her, and leave his family in 

This agreement was made 
while the man was still in jail, and Re- 


corder Rossiter, in dismissing the com- 


plaint, expressly stated that he 8 
not consider such an agreement bind- 


ing, made, as it was, under duress, and 


as to the purt of it which stipulated, 


that Corson should not object to di- 
vorce proceedings, it would of itself 
bar those proceedings. Mr. Hahn was 
the attorney for Corson, and drew up 
for him the contract. Whether the man 
will consider the arrangement binding 
or not, under the circumstances, re- 
mains to be seen, and if the abused 
wife’s courage fails her at the critical 
time for prosecution, other evidence, 
necessary for conviction will be ob- 


tained. : 
AMERICANISM. 


Ex-Gov. Sheldon gave an address 
upon “Americanism” to an audience 
composed mainly of members of the 
American Order of Mechanics in Mor- 

n’s Hall, Friday evening. He placed 

fore his audience a picture of the 
state of the country, and declared that 
we are in the midst of a revolution 
and on the verge of a crisis. He pre- 
dicted that it must soon be settled, 
elther by bayonets 2 ballots. The army 
of the unemployed is becoming restless 
under enforced idleness, and it is con- 
stantly being augmented by the large 
influx of foreigners from every port 
on our coasts. While there was ng ob- 
jection to the foreigner who enters this 


country with the intention of becoming 


a good citizen and forgetting his mon- 
archical institutions, with the errors 
they breed, America has no room for 
Anarchists and law-breakers, for crim- 
inals and paupers from Europe. Not 
only is foreign thought corrupting our 
political life, but it has invaded our 
social fabric. and is gradually under- 
mining the home. American girls 
marry titled idiots, and the newspapers. 
chronicle the event with more eclat 
than patriotism. We must adopt an 
American policy, and let other nations 


do as they please. We must advocate 


American rights and principles, and 
thus conserve the safety of the re- 
public.

There were the words of a big, broad- 
T*houldered young fellow of 28. They

It was on the 30th day of April that 
I found myself one of a party of four 
men, equipped for a wagon trip from 
Los Angeles to the Yosemite Valley, a 
distance of about four hundred and 
fifty miles.

He has contrib- 
uted little to the scientific journals, and 
the world knows him only through his 
work. It has no idea of the man, and 
there are few who appreciate his won- 
derful character and the wide extent of 
his achievements. I spent an evening 
with him not long since at his big man- 
sion on Euclid avenue. He has one of 
the finest houses in the United States, 
and one of the most comfortable homes. 
It is located in the best part of Euclid 
avenue, which is, you know, one of the 
finest streets in the world, and it is sur- 
rounded by seven acres of magnificent 
lawn, where the land is so valuable you 
have to carpet it with greenbacks to 
buy it. Looking into the grounds from 
the street makes you think of one of the

old English estates. Immense forest 
trees shade the velvety green and a 
winding walk leads through these up to 
the house. This is a massive structure 
of Berea sandstone, the whole front of 
which is covered with carvings, save 
where, here and there, magnificent 
windows of stained glass show but. It 
is an immense building of three stories, 
with many turrets and towers. Heavy 
stone columns uphold the wide portico 
in the front, and easy stone steps lead 
you to the wide front door. The portico 
is lighted by an opalescent globe which 
hangs Over you as you pass in, and the 
mahogany-walled vestibule contains 
another diamond globe, whose rays 
bring out the contrast between the pol- 
ished wood of San Domingo and the 
mosaic floor of a Roman pattern, which 
might have been transplanted from the 
famed baths of Caracala at Rome. As 
you look into the rooms beyond, you 
note that, though it is night, everything 
is as bright as day. Mr. Brush has not 
invented the electric light to live in 
darkness, and his house is perhaps the 
best lighted palace in the world, and 
there is certainly no other which is 
lighted in such a curious way. It is 
provided with nearly 400 incandescent 
and a number of lights, and the 
electricity for these is furnished by 
storage batteries.

He is wérk- 
ing to get away from business, and he 
hopes in the future te devote more of 
his time to scientific investigation and 
experiment, The day of his laboring 
hard for the dollar has long since gone 
by, and while in the future his good 
business brains will lead him to get all 
the money possible out of his future in- 
ventions, still his work will be more 
that of scientific experiment than 
money-grubbing for new patents. 
A BOY INVENTOR. 

During my talk with him I asked 
him a number of questions about him- 
self and his first experiments in the 
field of invention. He was an experi- 
menter all his life. His father was a 
farmer, who lived near Cleveland, and 
he gave his boy a good education. He 
showed a wonderful aptitude for chem- 
istry, physics and engineering. Said 
he to me the other night, “I can’t re- 
member when I was not interested in 
physics. I began to study them when 
I was about twelve years old, long be- 
fore I had reached them in my course 
of studies at school. 

“I was always experimenting with 
something, and when I was in the High

“When did you first become interested 
in electricity?”

THE SERIES ARC LIGHT, ° 

“When did you first appreciate that 
your electric light might have a com- 
mercial value?“ 

“I think it was about 1876,” replicd 
Mr. Brush. “It was at this time that I 
completed my first dynamo-electric ma- 
chine. I showed this at Philadelphia 
the next year at the Franklin Institute, 
and it is a curious thing that Mr. 
Thompson and Mr. Houston, afterward 
of the Thompson-Houston electric sys- 
tem, were present at the time. The 
first arc-lighting machines had to have 


one dynamo to each light. My invention 


was the first that proposed a series of 
arc lights working from one dynamo, 
and it was upon this that all the street 
lighting and all the aré-lighting sys- 
tems of the present are based. We first 
made two-light machines; then we ran 
four lamps from a single dynamo, and 
this was considered a wonderful 
achievement. We soon had ten lights 
in a series. Then we found we could 
run sixteen, and it was not long before 
forty lights were supplied by one dy- 
namo. At the present time there are a 
number of dynamos which supply 120 
arc lights, and, though the electric cur- 
rent requisite for such a result is im- 
mense, the safeguards placed about the 
machinery are such that they are no 
more dangerous than a much less num- 
ber of lights was in the past with the 
old machinery. It was in 1878 fhat 1 
invented this, the modern series arc 
lamp with the shunt coil. This was the 
invention that really made are lighting 
practicable and commercially possible.” 
Where was it first used?“ I asked. 
“Some were first used for the lighting 
of stores and shops, and among those 
first to introduce the arc light was John 
Wanamaker of Philadelphia. One of 
the first instances of street lighting was 
here in Cleveland. We put up twelve 
lights in the park and the people came 
out in force to see them the first night. 
They had no idea of what the electric 
light was, and many of them wore 
smoked glasses for fear that they might 
be blinded by its rays. The street light- 
soon spread, and our lights are now 
to be found, as you know, in nearly 
great city of the world.“ ; 


ELECTRICITY DIRECTLY FROM 
COAL. . 


“Is there not a great loss in the pro- 
duction of electricity from coal for 
electric lights?” 

“Yes,” replied Mr. Brush. “We only 
get about 10 per cent. of the force from 
the coal in the production of electricity, 
but this is in the production of the me- 
chanicalenergy. In the conversion of the 
mechanical energy into electrical energy 
by means of the dynamo only from 5 to 
10 per cent. is lost, and the modern 
dynamo is probably the most perfect 
that the world has éver pro-

“I think so,” replied Mr. Brush. In 
fact, I have already gotten it, but not 
in such a way as to make the invention 
commercially profitable.

tions in electricity in the future?“ 

“Who can tell?” was the reply. “The 
electric force is still to a large extent a 
secret from us all. Of late years there 
have been few new fundamental inven- 
tions in electric lighting. There have 
been many improvements and modifica- 
tions of the old ones. The light is stead- 
ily being made better, but it is the same 
light, just as, for instance, we have had 
locomotives drawing trains ever since 
we were born, but the locomotive of to- 
day is a far different machine from that 
of forty years ago. Still it embodies 
the same fundamental principles.” 

Where is the chief work being done 
in electricity today? 

“It is in the field of thermo-electricity 
or heat electricity. It is now thought, 
you know, that all light and heat 


“How about patents, Mr. Brush, I 
once had an interview with Thomas Ed- 
ison, in which he said that he had spent 
$600,000 in defending his inventions, but 
that he had not had one minute’s pro- 
tection. You have-had considerable ex- 
perience with the patent office. Does 
Uncle Sam run his business on the 
square?” 

“Uncle Sam may be all right,” was 
the reply. “I havé no doubt that the 
heads of the patent office are honest, 
but I have had a number of experiences 
which lead me to believe that the subor- 
dinates sometimes allow important in- 
formation to leak out. I have applied 
for patents again and again, only to 
find interferences filed before they were 
granted, and it is only through my 
great care in keeping records of my 
work that I have been able to secure a 
number of my inventions. Take the 
arc light. While was working upon 
it and attempting to make it commer- 
cially profitable, I kept a very full jour- 
nal of all my experiments. I recorded 
everything from day to day, and dated 
it and had witnesses called in to sign 
the records. This I found of immense 
value to me in my patent suits. I had 
two hundred of them, and gained all 
except one. This I did not care to win, 
as there was little in it, and I practi- 
cally let it go by default. I am very 
sorry now that I did so, as it broke the 
record.“ oo 

THE STORAGE BATTERY. 

“How about the storage battery?” 

„J had a great fight in the patent 
office over it,” said Mr. Brush. “The 
invention was fought over for four 
years in the United States courts, and 
it was finally decided in my favor. I 
was working on the storage battery 
and had completed my experiments at 
the time that Faure invented his stor- 
age battery in Europe. As soon as I 
heard of it I filed patent applications 
for everything I had in order to get my 
rights in America before he could ap- 
ply for American patents. In some 
way or other my patents were held 
back and Faure’s interferences kept me 
out of them for four years, but I finally 
conquered and showed that I was the 
first inventor. Now I get a royalty on 
all forms of storage batteries, and the 
storage battery of today is founded on 
my invention.” 

“Will storage batteries be the street- 
car equipment of the future?” 

I don’t know as to that,” replied Mr. 
Brush. “I doubt it. You cannot run 
cars so cheaply by them as the trolley. 
1 should rather think it would be the 
underground trolley.” 

I next asked Mr. Brush as to his pres- 
ent experiments, but further than that 
he was working along scientific lines he 
preferred not to say. e is a man of 
great intellectual activity, and his chief 
pleasure is in his work. During our 
talk he told me he thought the greatest 
enjoyment a man could have came 
with the moment of making some new 
discovery in science or mechanics, and 
there is no doubt but that his experi- 
ments will be continued to the end of 
his life. He has done wonders in the 
past. What will he not do in the future!

IN THE VALLEY. 

The valley itself is nothing unusual, 
being only about six miles long by one 
mile in its greatest width, which nar- 
rows down at places to half that dis- 
tance. 

The word “Yosemite,” however, em- 
braces an aggregation of precipices, 
rocks, waterfalls and water pic- 
tures” (9 that has justly entitled it 
to the name of “The Wonderland of the 
World.” Descending 3000 feet from Ar- 
tists’ Point into the valley, we came 
full into the face of the great rock, 
„EI Capitan” (the captain). This won- 
der receives its name from a military 
air that is supposed to pervade its 
contour. Its face, fronting the valley, 
is quite perpendicular, extending up- 
ward 3300 feet. The base is not much 
short of a quarter of a mile wide, ta- 
pering gradually to the top, which is 
about half that width. 

Near it is the “Virgin's Tears Falls.“ 
a hand's breadth of water, half trick- 


ling, half spouting over a precipice of 
1 feet. Opposite El Capitan, on the 
south side, are “Bridal Veil Falls,’ 
whose name accurately defines their 
appearance; they are formed by a 
small river plunging over the walls for 
a distance of 900 feet. Their location 
leaves them open to the attack of the 
wind, which tosses the water hither 
and thither as it sweeps up and down 
the valley. The foaming waters, as 
white as snow, at a distance appear to

Near these falis is “Cathedral - 
spire tip 2600 feet high, appear- 
ing so much like a cathedral that one 
would be little surprised to hear the 
bells chime from its mangnficent tow- 
ern.

2000 feet above us.

The word “dome” 
describes these great mountains of rock 
to perfection. I never quite shook off 
the feeling, when seeing them, that I 
was looking upon some relics of an- 
cient art rather than scenery. 

Between North and Half Domes is 
the beautiful Mirror Lake. Still fur- 
ther up, at the eastern extremity of 
the valley, are the broadest falls in 
the Yosemite—the Vernal and the Ne- 
vada. These are formed by the Mer- 
ced River, the former being 600 feet and 
the latter 700 feet high. The river is 
about thirty feet wide above them. 

I have only noticed a few of the great 
natural wonders that fill and encom- 
pass the valley. 


WHERE FIGURES BREAK DOWN. 


The feelings and impressions that 
scenes create in a thoughtful 
mind are indescribable, for no one can 
by mere figures impress on others the 
awful immensities of Yosemite scenery, 
the thundering sounds and echoes of 
these falls, the gorgeous rainbows that

This is 
only one of a half-dozen impressive 
views to be obtained in the Yosemite. 


MIRROR LAKE. 


The Merced River runs through the 
entire length of the valley. It is one 
of the most beautiful streams in 
world. Made up of laughing ripples, 
twirling among blue boulders of all 
sizes, and crystalline pools, filled with 

ulvering reflections, singing along 
— the Tamarack pines, it would 
seem to be the recognized type of that 
river without the confines of time. 
Wherever its waters pause, there is a 
picture; for the enchanting scenery at 
any point reflected in its face fills the 
beholder with delight. Mirror Lake is 
only the greatest of a series of exquisite 
water pictures scattered along in this 
river from one end of the valley to the 
other. Immediately between Half and 
North Domes there is a curve in the 
river, causing .an eddy something in 
the shape of a horseshoe, covering a 
space of about half an acre. This lake 
forme the mirror for the great dome, 
covered with pine and many-colored 
rocks, towering 4700 feet above us on 
one side and 3500 feet on the other. Its 
banks are lined with a fringe of wil- 
lows, cottonwood and pines. The sun 
appears on these domes * before 
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anywhere else in the valley. Just at 
daylight, on the banks of the lake, you 
appear to be in a common center—two 
great egg-shaped mountains, the tops 
piercing the sky thousands of feet 
above you, and exact’ counterparts 
sinking inverted into what seems to 
be illimitable depths of clear water be» 
neath you. The reflection is perfect, 
even to the insects and birds flitting 
across the lake. As the sun makes his 
appearance on the domes above, it ap- 
pears also on the domes beneath, and 
the bottom of the lake, made light with 
the reflected sunshine, forms a giorious 
aurora in the bowels of the earth—a 
sunrising from beneath. 

Mirror Lake is a great kaleidoscope 
that rewards its votary with a new 
picture in return for every change he 
makes in his point of observation. 

I visited it on ten different mornings 
while in the valley, and was deeply in- 
terested in noticing the subduing effect 
that the vision had upon the hundreds 
that gathered from the hotels and 
camps to witness the sun rise in its 
waters. People walked as it were on 
tip-toe, spoke in low, quiet tones, rever- 
ently took off their hats, while their 
faces beamed with enthusiastic appre- 
ciation. At another time I hear a loud 
word or see a rude action in its vicinity. 
Mirror Lake is beyond doubt the most 
popular point“ in the Yosemite. 

Our camping in the valley was all 
that cound be desired. Fuel was plenty; 
stores were convenient and prices rea- 
sonable; the valley abounded with wild 
strawberries, free to all. The weather 
was delightful, the trails in fine order, 
in fact, life was “a poem and existence 
a joy” to all of us during the three 
weeks we lived in our tent within a 
stone’s throw of Mirror Lake. Our ex- 
perience at fishing was abundant, vex-

FRENCH CARICATURES OF NAPOLEON GENERALLY 
LITTLE ARTISTIC MERIT. 
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PARIS, June 2, 1895.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) From the abdication to the 
return from Elba, and from Waterloo 
to 1830, anti-Napoleonic caricature in 
France was 80 coarse and so destitute 
of all art that it is really not worth 
noticing. During these two periods the 
Bourbon government openly favored 
this production of anonymous carica- 
tures, vilely colored and with grossly 
insulting commentaries, by the appear- 
ance of which, they hoped, the Napo- 
leon legend would be effectually stified. 

In a short time repulsive pictures of 
Napoleon were everywhere conspicu- 
ous, a hideous nightmare, in the print- 
sellers’ windows. Farewell to the Bona- 
parte at the bridge of Arcola! No more 
of the First Consul crossing the Alps. 
No longer Napoleon appears in majesty 
beneath the arches of Notre Dame, or 
in the cathedral at Milan, his brows en- 
circled by the imperial diadem or the 
iron crown of the Lombards!

GILLRAY’S CELEBRATED CARICA- 
TURES. 
Among the numerous caricaturists 
who attacked Napoleon, Gillray is by 


tar the most celebrated. His influence 


on satiric painters of his time was con- 
siderable; not only in England, but also 
in France, Germany, Italy, and es 
cially in Russia he had innumerable im- 
itators. 

J. Gillray is par excellence the carica- 
turist of Napoleon, and he incarnates 
in his work all the hatred of England 
against the Enipefor. Moreover, the 
satiric vocatiai\was never more im- 
perious than inthe cause of this ar- 
tist. He seemed to have been bern into 
the world for the purpose of ridiculing 
his contemporaries. obody was safe 
from his attacks, and George III was 
among the first to experience the stings 
of his poisoned darts. Numerous are 
the caricatures in which he ridicules 
with merciless humor the eccentricities 
and the avarice of his sovereign. 

British spleen was delighted with 
these biting criticisms, but at last the 
court became displeased and a minister 
was commanded to buy the terrible 
pencil of Gillray, who, drunkard and 
gambler, lent himself with a good grace 
to the bargain. 

One ot the articles in the convention 
probably required him to turn the ar- 
rows of his satjfe against the “Corsi- 
can * “Corsican plague:“ 
tor from ee oe, the imbecilities of 
George III to serve as a butt 
for his raillery.

Some of Gillray’s compositions might 
be reproached for their obscure sym- 
bolism, in spite of the extensive cx- 
planatory notes that cover more than 
half the drawing or escape in scrolls 
from the mouths of the personages like 
streams of gall. 

A long way after him comes George 
Cruikshank, who is only his pale imita- 
tor, but whose “Satirical History of Na- 
poleon,” with its colored plates, con- 
stitutes a curious study in caricature. 

Thomas Rowlandson completes the 
trinity, but among his numerous works, 
although entirely consecrated to the 
painting of manners and customs, and 
especially the evil ones of his own 
country, Napoleonic satire only ap- 
pears by the way. We may mention as 
an example of this great artist’s work, 
the colored print, “The Two Kings o? 
Terror,” a title the laconic eloquence 
of which forms a contrast to the inter- 
minable commentaries of Gillroy’s ob- 
scure designs. 

Rowlandson here represents a con- 
ference between Death and Napoleon, 
who sit face to face, one on a cannon, 
the other on a drum, in attitudes of 
meditation. In the bac und are bat- 
talions mingling in the shock of battle 
under a stormy sky. That is all, and 
yet the picture is painful in its impres- 
siveness. It is of the highest art. 

There is also a series of prints, either 
anonymous or ed by obscure names, 
published at the time of the formation: 
of the camp at Boulogne, in. which is 
reflected under an appearance of de- 
flance, the very real terror spread 
throughout England by the prospect uf 
an invasion. 

We may mention also the satiric 
prints executed at St. Helena from na- 
ture by such men as Marryat, Bun- 
bury, Dodgin and Crockatt, which, in 
spite of intentional and often grotesque 
exaggeration of the characteristic fea- 
tures of the model, form à valuable 
iconographic series. 

Only the death of Napoleon caused 
the pencil to drop from the hands of 
the English caricaturists, and from this 
moment, freed from all cause to fear,

be tried as a traitor. 

This was in January, 1807, and mean- 
time the deserter, Thomas Hatfield, 
having separated from his companions, 
made his way through a country which 
Was but sparsely settled, down into 
Sduthern Mississippi where, not far

For heaven's sake, my friend, don't 
abandon me in this plight,” he pleaded.

Next morning Toulmin, with his son 
and four negro men, went with Hatfield 
to the spot; but Rameau had worked off 
the suspenders from his wrists, untied 
his legs, and was gone. One of the sus- 
penders, broken into pleces, the shat- 
tered gun and the bridle rein were still 
there, with other indisputable signs to 
verify the youth’s story. 

It is a curious fact that Pierre Ram- 
eau and Thomas Hatfield met once 
more some years later. He was on the 
field of Chalmette in the glorious battle 
below New Orleans, where they fought 
side by side under Gen. Jackson. Ram- 
eau disappeared immediately after the 
battle and there is no authentic ac- 
count of his subsequent life. From Hat- 
field’s nephew I had this story along 
with some records in the form of letters 
relating to the principal incident.

THE SHRIKE. 
A Feathered Butcher Whe Impales 
| His Hapless Victims. 
From a Special Contributor of The Times. 

I used to think that our smaller birds 
were not afraid of the shrike, that they 
did not know him to be an assassin in- 
tent upon their lives, I have lately 
discovered that they are sometimes 
afraid of him, and sure to know his 
character well. The past season I fre- 
quently saw flocks of goldfinches scat- 
ter at his approach. The smaller spar- 
rows also hurried away when they 
saw him. One day my attention was 
attracted to a pair of bluebirds in a 
vineyard near the road. The birds were 
busying themselves about the vines and 
posts, when 3 they both began 
crying, guit!“ “guit!” “guit!” and 
launched hurriedly into the air. Turn- 
ing in the direction of the sup- 
posed danger, I saw a shrike but a few 
yards away, coming straight as an ar- 
row toward the birds. ey had dis- 
covered him in time, and were easily 
out of his reach. He gave chase, but 


1 


to no purpose. The shrike is an awk- 


ward, heavy flyer. All the birds avoid 
him easily, if. they. discover him in 
time. His tactics are to. strike when 
unperceived. One of them recently 
frightened my neighbor's canary birds 
nearly out of their wits.. The birds were 
in their cage, which hung against the 
window, when the shrike made a dash 
at them, pausing and hovering a mo- 
ment on wing close to the glass. The 
poor canaries fell from their perch and 
lay for a moment panting upon the 


floor of their cage. 
A co ndent in Ohio sends me 
an interesting observation upon the 


shrike. He says it is only within the 


last few years that butcher birds have 
community; | 


been ‘recognized in this 
their victims were sometimes found on 
hedgés and thorn trees, but the butcher 
was not known. Last spring, while 
plowing corn stubble, many white 
ares were thrown out. The bird yot 

éscribe visited us every morning, Ooc- 
casionally through the entire day. 
carried away the grubs, at one time 
making as many as five trips in eight 
minutes, hanging them on a thorn 
near by. Some of them were impaled 
on the very sharp-splintered corn stub- 
ble by the plowed ground, always run 
through so that they could not reach 
= thorn or stub and release them- 
‘selves. 

“Last October, while husking corn 
from shocks in which there were many 
mice, this same bird was with us fre- 
quently. It would perch on the top of 
a corn shock near, and seemed very in- 
different to what was going on. When 
the shock was husked and lifted the 
bird would carry away the mice killed 
and left lying on the ground. As many 
as seven were counted suspended on one 
tree, and it seemed to distribute its pro- 
visions at different points. * 

“In January, while gathering in some 
belated shocks of corn, the same bird, 
which had not been seen for some time, 
appeared on the grounds, taking up its 

ition on a shock not more than forty 
eet away from us. In tearing down a 
shock a large meadow mouse ran o 


‘when the bird swooped down upon 


like a hawk, but struck it with its 
fluttering along over it striking it as 
ran until the mouse was so disabl 
that the bird could keep along with 
by hopping along on the groun 
Toward the last the bird’s actions were 
not unlike those of a hen in similar con- 
flict.

LOS ANGELES. . 


GALVANIZED 


Hundreds of Tons of Scrap iron 
from Wrecked Ships and Berned 
Hotels Worked Over into Com- 
mercial Form. 


The Los Angeles Iron and Steel Com- 


‘pany is about to add a galvanizing 


want to its rolling mill. This can be 
done with an additional cost of $10,- 
000, and will greatly increase the capac- 
ity of the works and the value of the 
product. 

The sheet-iron industry, although yet 
in its infancy in Los Angeles, is al- 
ready one of considerable commercial 
importance. The rolling mill of the Los 
Angeles Iron and Steel Company has 
now been in operation about eight 
months, and in that time it has been 
amply demonstrated that the business 
can be carried on at a profit. In fact the 
success of its enterprise is beyond the 


most sanguine expectations of its found- 


ers, and it is this fact that has led 
them to take steps to increase the size 
of the plant by adding a galvanizing 


department. 


Up to the present time the company 
has manufactured only black sheet iron, 
and corrugated iron, painted. Most of 
the stockholders were in favor of man- 
ufacturing iron from the start, but 
President Robbins, who is an experi- 
enced iron manufacturer, counseled 
inst it, as he thought it best to 
start in with a simpler process till the 


= imuccess of the enterprise Was demon- 


strated. 
The output of the present plant is 


About seventeen tons per day, and the 


Gemand for black iron is such as to 
Keep the mill running what is called 


~full half time. When a galvanizing de- 


partment is added, the total output will 
probably reach forty tons a day. There 
are enough orders ahead now for gal- 
Vanized iron to keep the mill running 
full time, three shifts a day, the year 
round, so President Robbins says. The 
gaivanized product will consist of both 
Corrugated and plain. 
The industry, so far, has proved not 
only of profit to the proprietors, but 
ot benefit to the city. The mili

men, and the proposed addition will in- 
crease this number to at least seventy- 


_| five. The company, several months ago, 


received from Pittsburgh and Chicago 
600 tons of steel billets, making two 
solid trainloads of thirty cars each. 
This big consignment of steel to Los 
Angeles was commented upon by East- 
ern papers, and helped to raise the com- 
mercial status of Los Angeles in the 
eyes of the country. These 600 tons of 
raw material have been practically con- 
sumed, and new supplies are constantly 
being received. Besides the steel bil- 
lets used, great quantities of scrap iron, 
gathered up in Southern California - and 
Arizona, are worked up. About 200 tons 
of scrap iron from a wrecked vessel 
was recently landed for the company at 
Redondo. The Raymond Hotel fire also 
furnished a large lot of scrap material. 

While the bulk of the product is sold 
in Southern California, orders have 
been received from as far north as 
Portiand, Or., and as far east as New 
Mexico. 

Crude oil is used exclusively for fuel, 
and but for it, the industry could not 
be profitably conducted, as coal and 
coke come too high. Oijl gives even 
better satisfaction than coal, as a more 
even temperature can be maintained in 
the furnaces. The daily consumption 
of oil at present is about sixty barrels. 
This will be increased to about one 
hundred barrels by the galvanizer With 
petroleum the cost of fuel per ton of 
sheet iron run out is about $2. With 
coal or coke the cost would be about

President Robbins states that there 
are iron deposits within 175 miles of 
Los Angeles, Which assay 65 per cent. 
of pure iron to the ton of ore. When 
developed, as he thinks they will be, 
and smelters established, the cost of 
manufacturing sheet iron in Southern 
California will be still further reduced. 

President Robbins thinks the iron 
industry offers great encouragement 
for the investment of capital now lying
